DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Curtis Behmann on 10/22/2008. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 16 is amended by adding the recitation "in an N grain wide channel" in line 
4 (see Appendix A). Also, in claim 16 line 8, replace the term "aggress" with -egress — 
(see Appendix A). 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

For claims 1,4-16 and 19-21, the prior art fails to teach aggregating the data 
grains received by each of the ingress ports during a single timeslot into an aggregate 
of data grains in an N gain wide channel, where N is the number of ingress ports and for 
providing the aggregate of data grains to the plurality of MESS egress ports 
simultaneously and each MESS egress port having a data grain selector for selecting 
from the aggregate of data grains only data grains that the MESS egress port will 
transmit, in accordance with at least one predetermined criterion prior to storing the 
selected grains for transmission by the MESS egress port, in a combination with other 
recited claimed limitations.
